Experimental Station Notes. 


At this time of the year we re- 
ceive frequent inquiries as to the 
value of fall irrigation. Experiments 
conducted on the silt loam soils ot 
the station for a period of 17 years 
gave almost as good aesults from fal) 
irrigations as from early, spring ir- 
rigations of alfalfa, pasture grass and 
land that was to be seeded to grain or 
sugar beets. 

Fall irrigation has two distinct ad- 
vantages, it can be applied without 
interferi:g with the crop and it re 
moves the nece:sity for irrigating 
early the next season when work ig 
pressing. Also fall irrigation is an 
excellent way of storing. water for 
next year’s crop in dry areas where 
occasionally there is a run off from 
late September or October storms, 
There is the odd year when a snow 
at this period melts rapidly and \iver 
some run off, If this occurs, water 
can be dinected over the land and ¢ai 
be stored in the soil for next year’ 
crop, Those having irrigation res2r 
voirs may wish to partially empty 
them should the fall run off ovcur. The 
water taken from the reservoir ¢1n 
be stored in the soil by fall irrigation. 
It should be remembered that plants 
take take out the water in the soil 
to the depth of four or five feet so 
that any water stored in the soil tc 
that depth can be used by the crops. 

The one disadvanage of fall  ir- 
wigating, is that the soil may be 
more difficult to work in the spring 
should the season be wet. However, 
In our years of experience we have 
had so litte trouble from this source 
that it has not been an important
